Elmer Lease told the jury in 
Circuit Judge James F. Nangle’s 
court he saw policemen watch- 
ing Mrs. Clift’s establishment at 
5803A Suburban tracks on sev- 
eral occasions prior to a raid 
of June 4, 1955. She moved 
shortly afterwards. 

Saw Men Enter and Leave. 


The defense witness said he 
saw men enter and leave the 
bawdy house at times between 
the June 4 raid and one made 
by the police morality squad 
two months earlier.

STURGIS, Ky., Sept. 10 (AP) 
—A growing crowd was packed 
in a semi-circle around Sturgis 
High School today after seven 
Negro students were escorted 
into the building an hour be- 


fore classes began. 

The crowd, estimated at 1500 
and still growing, generally 
was orderly. State police and 
National Guardsmen patrolled 
the area in strength. There 
were 650 National Guardsmen 
and five tanks in Sturgis yes- 
terday with 150 more Guards- 
men expected today. 

Fewer than 100 of the 
school’s 310 white students 
showed up for claises and 15 
of those who did later left the 
school building as the crowd 
cheered. 

The crowd remained quiet 
most of the time, but occasion- 
ally soméone would shout: 
“Come out Niggers.” Once a 
few rocks and a beer can were 
thrown at a passing car carry- 
ing news photographers. 

State police and Guardsmen 
would not permit any towns- 
People on the school grounds. 
The crowd, made up mostly of 
men, was jammed solid on the 
sidewalks and gutters across the 
street on three sides of the 
school.

ATOM FALLOUT __. 


AREA PLOTTED 
FOR ST. LOUIS 


If an atomic bomb had been 
exploded over St. Louis today, 
the most dangerous fallout area 
would have lain in a triangle 
formed by lines running from 
St. Louis to Mount Vernon, II1., 
and to a point 25 miles north- 
west of Springfield, II. 

This announcement was made 
jointly by Walter Parker, me- 
teorologist at Lambert-St. Louis 
|¥ield, and Col. C. Elford Smith, 
United States Army (ret.), plans 
_ and operations officer of the St. 
| Louis office of Civil Defense, in 
|observance of Civil Defense 
Week. 

Using the “‘Conelrad’”’ (con- 
‘trol of electro-magnetic radi- 
| ation) radio frequencies of .640 
'and 1240 kilocycles, the Civil 
Defense office would have 
urged evacuation by automobile 
to the west and south—away 
from the fallout area. 
| Today's fallout area, deter- 
| mined by speed and direction 
of prevailing winds, is fairly 


| been plotted regularly by Col. 
| Smith, he said. It is the zone 
that would be made dangerous 
during the first three hours’ 
fallout. 

Roughly one day out of 10, 
westerly winds at 40,000 feet 
attain speeds here of 100 to 200 
miles an hour, compared with 
today’s 30-mile-an-hour average, 
so that the three-hour fallout 
sector then would be extended 
as far east as Evansville, Ind.

Gore told an ABC television 
audience yesterday he hopes 
the study will “have a salutary 
effect on the conduct of the 
election.”

The Administration is legitimately entitled to 
take credit for action in some of these areas. It 
did move vigorously to repel Communist influ- 
ence in Guatemala. It did help the British 
stabilize a bad situation in Iran. It did help the 
Italians and Yugoslavs resolve their dispute over 
Trieste. But the really big items on the list 
were all the products, not of master-minding 
from Washington, but of a world-wide movement 
of conciliation, based also on Moscow and Paris, 
London and New Delhi, Peiping and Ottawa. 
They must be credited to changes in Soviet 
policy, to pressures from Britain and France, to 
the peaceful aspirations of common people every- 
where, as well as to American diplomacy. . 

Thus the Austrian treaty which brought about 
military evacuation of that country was solely 
due to a change of Soviet policy, evidently 
undertaken as a token of willingness to help 
relax tensions. The truce and partition of Indo- 
china would not have been possible without a

What the Administration can justly take credit 
for—very great credit indeed—is its willingness 
to go halfway with Russia in ending military 
conflict and in mutual disengagement from areas 
of potential conflict. In the showdown this 
Administration did stand for peace, did isolate 
its war hawks, did co-operate with Russia, Brit- 
ain and France in significantly reducing world 
tensions. 

Where the Administration has been weak is 
in creative statesmanship. It has continued but 
not significantly elaborated the basic policies 
of its predecessors, even to the point of using 
the same formulas where they were not appro- 
priate, as in SEATO, 

What has been lacking is an imaginative and 
constructive response to the altogether new con- 
ditions created by Russia’s new line and the 
apparent lessened danger of war. Today, more 
than three ‘years after the Soviet line began to 
change, the Administration is just setting up a 
study committee to think about possible changes 
in our foreign aid policies. 

Foreign policy under this Administration has 
been static rather than dynamic, negative rather 
than creative, imitative rather than imaginative, 
And if the result is not a weaker free world, 
certainly it is not a stronger free world. For 
the decline of NATO, Nasser’s defiance and 
that of the Arab world, and the growth of un- 
friendly neutralism in Asia alone give this coun- 
try immense cause for concern for the future. 


Maine Goes to the Polls 


Maine voters have gone to the polls to elect 
a Governor and three Congressmen in a test of 
party strength that is always interesting as a 
possible indicator of what may lie in store for 
the country in November. 

National G.O.P. Chairman Leonard Hall called 
on the voters to mark their ballots for Republi- 
can nominees as a display of confidence in the 
Eisenhower Administration. One G.O.P. cam- 
paigner for Congress sounded the allout appeal: 
“If you vote for a single Democrat, it will be a 
vote against President Eisenhower.” 

Two years ago a similar appeal to support the 
national Republican Administration was sounded 
repeatedly in Maine by Vice President Nixon 
whose family vacationed in the Pine Tree state 
during the campaign period. Maine voters did 
not seem to be much impressed. They elected 
their first Democratic Governor in 20 years, 
young Edmund S. Muskie, and by a 22,000 ma- 
jority. In doing so they denied a Republican 
Governor a second term for the first time in 
Maine history. 

That was not all the Maine voters did in 1954 
which raised political eyebrows. They cut the 
majority of their excellent woman Senator, Mrs. 
Margaret Chase Smith, from 71.4 per cent in 
1948 to 58.4 per cent. And they came close to 
defeating veteran G.O.P. Congressman Robert 
Hale of Portland 

Gov. Muskie, who asked for re-election this 
year, said the issue was: Shall Maine have a 
one or a two-party Government? The old saw 
“As Maine goes, so goes the nation,” has been 
debunked. But Maine’s percentages and trends 
can have their significance. That is what will 
be studied when the vote returns come in from 
Kittery and Bar Harbor, from Orono and Colby 
College’s Waterville, from Bangor and Augusta, 
from the potato villages and the hamlets around 
Mount Katahdin. 
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Mystery Compounded 

By now Julio Vielman, a Guatemalan news- 
paperman, must be thoroughly mystified by the 
ways of our State Department. In June, that 
department agreed to let Mr. Vielman come to 
this country to attend a press seminar for Latin 
American newspapermen sponsored by the 
American Press Institute. In late August, the 
department suddenly cancelled Mr. Vielman’'s 
travel grant. 

There has béen no explanation of this sudden 
reversal. The New York Times attempted to 
get an explanation without-success. But the day 
after the Times printed the story, the State 
Department announced it had re-reversed itself, 
“after review,” and would issue travel permis- 
sion to Julio Vielman. Again there was no 
explanation. “Informed sources” in Washing- 
ton said Mr. Vielman is a member of a Guate- 
mala newspaper men's association that has cri- 
ticized the Guatemala Government's treatment 
of reporters. 

In months past the State Department has 
sometimes found it simpler to grant passports 
to American citizens than to explain its de- 
nial of them on court orders. Now a Guate- 
malan newspaperman has undergone the treat- 
ment of multiple inexplicability. To be able to 
tell people where they can or cannot go without 
explanation must be fine work if you can get it, 
and about the only place you can get it is in the 
State Department. 
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For Fair Pay but No Boodle 


City employes should be paid at the same 
rate, get the same vacations and be eligible for 
the same benefits which would be theirs in com- 
parable private employment. This is not only 
a matter of fairness to the workers, but it is 
necessary if the municipal civil services are to 
be staffed by properly qualified individuals. 

Labor representatives were right in calling 
on the Board of Freeholders to establish this 
principle in the charter now being drafted. But 
specific recommendations—such as granting the 
Aldermen greater authority over wages and 
working conditions—should be carefully con- 


While the Aldermen ‘necessarily must have 
, “the power of the purse,” care‘should be taken 
to prevent its abuse in the undermining of the 


merit system. If this is to stand as a barrier 
against the re-emergence of patronage and 
boodle, it must be supervised by an independ- 
ent Civil Service Commission. 

The task of the Freeholders is to frame pro- 
visions which are just to the city’s employes, but 
which at the same time protect them and the 
taxpayers against boodlers and spoilsmen. It 
can be done. 
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Let’s Test the Kearney Report 

H. Lee Bruns’s special School Board committee 
to evaluate the Kearney report is doing its level 
best instead to bury it. 

The report, completed almost two years ago 
at a cost of $50,000, indicated that the school 
system was spending $1,487,000 more than it 
should on non-instructional services—most of 
it in the patronage jungle that is the Board’s 
building department. Powerful vested interests, 
with the tacit consent of the Board’s current 
majority, including Mr. Bruns, have firmly pre- 
vented any effort to put the Kearney recommen- 
dations into effect. 

The Bruns committee's latest tactic is typical 
of the outrageous way the report has been han- 
died. The committee says it cannot proceed 
because of the refusal of the Kearney Co. to 
produce its supporting data. Evidently the com- 
mittee believes this will be the last of the 
Kearney report. 

With respect to the company’s refusal (or 
inability) to produce supporting data, two points 
will not be overlooked by friends of the school8. 
First, it has been almost two years since the 
book-sized report was handed to the Board, and 
possibly some of this material has been 
destroyed. Should Kearney have been required 
to hang on to it for a lifetime? Second, some 
of it is confidential. What the Board bought 
was a series of findings, conclusions and recom- 
mendations and it already has these. 

The real answer to the Kearney report lies 
not in the company’s office in Chicago, but in, 
the School Board office in St. Louis. Kearney 
said, for example, that the school system could 
save $740,000 on maintenance by following cer- 
tain procedures, $153,000 on finance and ac- 
counting, $50,000 on architecture and engineer- 
ing, $373,000 on plant operation, $127,000 on 
landscaping and $44,000 on transportation. 

If the Bruns committee were sincerely inter- 
ested in assessing the worth of the report, it 
could urge that a few of the recommendations 
be put into @ffect. They would either save 
money or they would not. That is all there would 
be to it, 

The fact that Mr. Bruns and his group con- 
tinue to fly off on tangents suggests first that 
they are afraid to try the Kearney prescriptions, 
and second, that tax money which could be used 
to benefit the children in the instruction depart- 
ment is being diverted to the building and other 
departments. 
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Target Date for Freeholders 

The St. Louis Charter Freeholders are wisely 
aiming at a Feb. 1 target date for completion 
of a preliminary draft of their work. If they 
hit it, they then would have more than three 
months for public hearings and public education 
before they must submit their final report. 

The hearings can be doubly important. Their 
immediate purpose, of course, is to permit the 
people to voice objections (or praise) for par- 
ticular parts of the draft. At the same time they 
provide the Freeholders with a kind of check 
on their work and thereby lessen the possibility 
of error in the completed document. 

But the hearings also attract attention to the 
Charter and help to generate interest in what 
the Freeholders are doing. This is the essential 
first step in the serious process of community 
education that must be accomplished before the 
people go to the polls, The charter prepared by 
the Tucker Freeholders in 1949-50 was turned 
down by the voters after a vicious campaign of 
misrepresentation carried on by the ward bosses. 

That must not be permitted to happen this 
time. . The people will have to be acquainted 
with the Charter, at least in its general outline 
if not in detail. This looms as a large and com- 
plex task. The Feb. 1 target date the Freeholders 
have chosen for publication of their first draft 
also should kick off the educational campaign.

Loss of Navy patrol bomber with 16 men to Red Chinese 
guns ‘is part of price U.S. must expect to pay for refusing to 
make peace with Communist China,’ writer says; without peace, 
such controls must continue; no visible prospect for.settlement

On the night of Aug. 22 Chinese 
Communist aircraft shot at a plane 
which Peiping says it believes was a 
Chinese Nationalist plane. 


At about the time given and in the 
same area, a United States Navy P4M 
patrol plane was attacked and destroyed 
with the loss of its 16-man crew. 


There is no serious room for doubt 
that the plane shot at by the Chinese 
Communists was the United States Navy 
aircraft or that Chinese Communist 
action was directly 
responsible for the 
loss of the 16 
lives. 

In evaluating this 
episode, it is neces- 
sary to take two 
other factors into 
consideration. 

First, the State 
Department note 
recognizes that the 
Navy aircraft 
“might by mnaviga- 
tional error have 
passed over or near 
one of the small 
islands lying about 
37 miles to the east of the China main- 
land.” 

Second, on Aug. 16, the Democratic 
party adopted a campaign-platform 
plank pledging “determined opposition 
to the admission of the Chinese Com- 
munists into the United Nations.” And 
on Aug. 22, the Republican party plat- 
form did the same on the ground that 
to admit Communist China “would 
betray our friend and ally, the Republic 
of China.” 

Thus the attack coincided with the 
reaffirmation by both United States 
political parties of a policy of non- 
settlement of United States relations 
with Communist China, and a reaffir- 
mation of the alliance with Nationalist 
China which is still engaged in a Chi- 
nese civil war with Communist China. 

There is an unpleasant sequence of 
cause and effect in this combination of 
circumstances which neither United 
States political party is yet willing to 
face. But the party that wins the next 
United States election will, I venture 
to suggest, be forced to face it before 
it has long been in office. 

The United States has a natural and 
understandable aversion to making 
peace with Communist China. Yet, un- 
less and until it does make peace with 
that government, it will have to accept 
the continued loss of its military per-

sonnel off the coast of China as part 
of the price of its present policies. 

The existing situation is as follows: 

Nationalist China is a government 
still contesting by arms with Communist 
China for control of the territories and 
the people of China. This is a civil war 
situation. The war is not being pressed 
actively by either side, but both govern- 
ments stand at arms’ and they engage 
in sporadic military activity. 

The United States is allied with 
Nationalist China. The alliance is, in 
fact, defensive, yet the possibility of the 
offensive use of the armed forces of 
the alliance against the mainland of 
China never has been formally re- 
nounced by the United States. 

The overthrow of the Communist 
Government in China is still a nominal 
objective of United States foreign 
policy. 

It is an inevitable military conse- 
quence of this situation that military 
forces of the United States patrol the 
China coast and that military forces of 
Communist China also patrol the same 
coast. 

Meetings between these patrolling 
forces are bound, on occasion, to occur 
at sea or in the air. Shooting results. 
Since Communist China is the third 
military power in the world, it cannot 
be guaranteed that China will sustain 
all the casualties. 

Thus, the loss-of 16 United States 
airmen is part of the price which the 
United States must expect to pay for a 
policy of refusing to make peace with 
Communist China. , 

This does not say that the United 
States should try to make peace. It is 
not certain that a settlement could, in 
fact, be negotiated. It only says that so 
long as there is no peace with Commu- 
nist China incidents of this kind are an 
almost certain result. 

The 16 fliers who were lost in this 
latest episode were directly the victims 
of Chinese Communist bullets. They are 
also, and in a trugr sense, the victims 
of a situation which could, in theory, 
be ended. 

The situation. cannot be ended so 
long as the United States is the mili- 
tary ally of one side in a continuing 
civil war. Nor can it be ended until and 
unless the United States and Commu- 
nist China enter into a peace settlement. 


There appears to be no visible pros- 
pect of such a settlement. The corollary 
is that there is no visible end to a 
situation which is bound to result in 
repetitions of such shooting incidents. 


Last Testament of an Iconoclast

In the minds of millions of Ameri- 
cans, H. L. Meneken stood for asser- 
tiveness and rebellion. But when it 
came to the shaping of his will, he dis- 
played new qualities.

was left in trust. Four-fifths of the 
trust income will go to his brother 
August, and one-fifth to his sister, 
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Anna. Co-executors and co-trustees are 
August and a trust institution. 

When his brother and sister die, the 
trust fund will be distributed: one- 
fourth to the Johns Hopkins Hospital, 
and three-fourths to the Enoch Pratt 
Free Library. 

He was giving it to these institutions, 
Mr. Mencken wrote, “because they have 
been of’ more use and benefit to me 
during my lifetime than any other pub- 
lic institutions of Baltimore.”

The Case Against Tito 
TITO'S YUGOSLAVIA, by Erie L. Pridenoff. (Public 
Affairs Press. 243 pas. $3.75) 

The first statement of the fact that 
the United States and Britain had 
backed the wrong man in Yugoslavia 
was in a book called “Ally Betrayed” 


by a Canadian journalist, David Mar- 
tin, which was published in 1946. The 
book created a stir of controversy be- 
cause of Martin’s zealous partiality for 
Mihailovich and his indictment of Tito. 


Now, ten years later, more of the 
pieces fit into place. 


In this new book, Eric Pridonoff, 
who served as Economic Officer in the 
American Embassy in Belgrade from 
1944 to 1946, backs up everything Mar- 
tin said in 1946 
and takes the case 
against Tito fur- 
ther. Because he 
was able to speak 
the Serbo-Croatian 
languages, as well 
as fluent Russian, 
Mr. Pridonoff got 
a great deal closer 
to the sad. events 
which occurred dur- 
ing Tito’s consoli- 
dation of his power 
than did most ob- 
servers, and he 
tells the story of 
what happened as 
he saw it without pulling any punches. 
Special censure is reserved for the free- 
lance writer, Louis Adamic, and Time 
magazine’s Stojan Pribichevich, whom 
Pridonoff charges with stacking the 
evidence in the United States press in 
Tito’s favor. 


UNRRA, is described by Pridonoff as 
a sort of “auxiliary of the Comintern in 
the over-all program of world conquest.” 
Tito never hesitated to use food as a 
political weapon when the people were 
starving, and there are probably still 
some citizens in Yugoslavia today who 
believe UNRRA is the name of a tre- 
mendous industrial cénter in the Urals. 
Though 73 per cent of the supplies 
were donated by the United States, 
they were distributed by a colonel of 
the Soviet Army who served as 
UNRRA’s regional director in Yugo- 
Slavia at Tito’s insistence. 


As in David Martin’s earlier book, 
the statement of the case against Tito 
in Eric Pridonoff’s book is an impas- 
sionate one, and it is strengthened 
rather than weakened by occasional 
lapses into repeition. Many Americans 
who read this book will become fight- 
ing mad at the ineptitude of the 
United States State Department in deal- 
ing with the Yugoslav Communists dur- 
the past decade.

C. Jay Smith Jr., assistant professor 
of history at the University of Georgia, 
suggests there are many similarities 
between the World War I diplomacy of 
Czarist Russia and that of the Com- 
munists, especially from 1941-48. His 
readable book makes a good case, but 
it should be pointed out the world 
balance of power is now much more 


favorable to Russia, which is also aided 
by international Communism. . 


Considerable use is made of Imperial 
Russian diplomatic documents, released 
by the Soviet government, in discuss- 
ing secret treaties of the Allies during 
World War I; Britain and France have 
yet to open their archives. 


The author has a sympathetic word 
for the often-criticized Kerensky, whose 
democratic regime was overthrown by 
Lenin. More space could have been 
devoted to internal Russian politics. 


While the Dardanelles. traditionally 
has been the goal of Russian diplomacy, 
some think global considerations now 
might make the Persian gulf more im- 
portant, SAM LAMBERT.

: Wi really owe a great nutri- 


tional debt to what we con- 

sider the “common” Irish, 
or white potato. We can hardly 
imagine a world to which this 
is unknown. Yet its. interna- 
tional history began only after 
the discovery of the Western 
Hemisphere. 


Until potatoes were intro- 
duced to northern Europe, fresh 
foods were seldom available in 
cold weather. Much of the meat 
was salted or smoked, and vege- 
tables and fruits even in dried 
form were luxuries. 

Scurvy was common among 
the general populace as well as 
aa | sailors, whose long voy- 
ages jn sailing ships would often 
extend over many months. It 
was the mariners who first ap- 

ciated potatoes’ as a preven- 

e, although limes and lemons 
mae already been recognized as 
such. 


Potatoes have been given the 
credit of saving the population 
of Ireland from virtual starva- 
tion. In this country, they be- 
came a staple crop and are be- 
jieved to have been brought 
into use in New England 
through an Irish settlement. No 
wonder that the American po- 
tato acquired a name that has 
clung through the years. 


Potatoes were grown 560 
widely that they became a 
staple of the American table 
and were used for satisfaction 
of hunger almost automatically 
at two and sometimes three 
meals. 


It is only within recent years 
that they regained their repute 
as contributor to health through 
the vitamins and minerals that 
ey offer. They are not as 
highly endowed as are many 
other vegetables, but we eat 
them so regularly and in such 
comparatively large quantities 
that they score high. 

In baked form they are al- 
ways popular. Remember, as 
soon as they come out of the 
oven they should be broken 
open to prevent sogginess. 


Stuffed Baked Potatoes. 


Six hot baked potatoes, four 
tablespoons butter, one-third to 
one-half cup hot milk, salt, 
pepper. 

Cut slices from sides of hot 
baked potatoes, or cut large 
potatoes in halves lengthwise. 
Scoop out inside with a tea- 
spoon and put through ricer. 
Beat in butter and enough hot 
milk to give a creamy consist- 
ency. Beat until light and fluffy. 
Season to taste with salt and 
pepper. Pile mixture lightly in 
perene shells. Arrange in shal-

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In the past six years I 
have gone through six 
complete medical examina- 
tions—cardiogram, fluoro- 
scopic, basal metabolism, 


blood and urine tests. The 
results were “thumbs up” 
for all of them. 

However, at night (I 
weigh 205 and am five- 
feet-eight) my hands get 
numb as does the left side 
of my chest (cardiac re- 
ee oe Fe gion). These sensations

moving about. However, it does panic me. This occurs 
most during early morning sleeping hours. 

I do not expect a diagnosis nor do I expect you to 
commit yourself.

I assure you, whatever you print will 
in no way be accepted as a diagnosis nor as a commitment 
by you—but I will be profoundly grateful to you in any 
case.

ANSWER: This letter from a reader of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch interested me on two counts.
